REORGANISATION SCHEME 
UNDER CONSIDERATION. 

From UUR Betrasr CORRESPONDENT. 
The report of Messrs. Workman, Clark and 
Co., Ltd., shipbuilders, Belfast, for the year 
ending Slst Lecember, 1926, which has just 
been issued, shows that the loss for the year, 
after charging prior lien debenture and over- 
draft interest, but apart from first debenture 
interest and taxation reserve, is £24,509. This 
is added to the balance against the profit and 
loss account at 3lst December, 1925, amount- 
ing to £2,811,912, and also the tirst debenture 
interest accrued, but not paid, £219,295, and 
further reserve to cover taxation, £159,742, 
making the adverse balance on the profit and 
loss account £3,215,457. . 
The directors (Messrs. William Boyd, 
managing director; James Henry Stephens, 
F.C.A., and William Strachan), in their 
report, state :— 

“The shipyard and engine works having 
been employed to only about one-fourth o 
their capacity, the trading result of the com- 
ny, alter paying interest on the loan secured 
y the deposit ot prior lien debentures and on 
the bank overdraft, may be considered satis- 
factory, having rega to the continued 
severity of trade depression and the keen 
competition for such work as was secured. 
The prolonged coal strike affected the com- 
pany’s operations seriously, but it is worthy 
of note that, notwithstanding the difficulties 
created thereby, four important vessels were 
delivered in contract time, and the directors 
attribute this performance to the splendid 
response to the call for a special effort on the 
part of the worknien. The difficulty of 
securing work, apart from the depression in 
trade, on been greatly intensified by the ap- 
proaching termination of the toratorium 
granted by the debenture holders in 1923. A 
scheme of reorganisation has been under con- 
sideration for a considerable time, and, 
although there are difficulties yet to be over- 
come, it is hoped that the iations may 
shortly be brought to a successful conclusion. 
In consequence of the difficulties encounte 
in freeing the shipyard from the moratorium, 
only two building berths are now occupied, 
and the outlook for the current year is any- 
thing but promising. company have 
arrived at an agreement with the Inland 
Revenue regarding the taxation question, and 
it has been necessary to increase the reserve 
for taxation accordingly. The trading results 
for the year of the associated company of 
John Watson, Limited, showed a considerable 
improvement over those for the. preceding 
year, and, although the reverse has been the 
case: in the Lanarkshire Steel Company, 
Limited, the results, taking the two concerns 
together, show a profit.

LIPTON’S BAD YEAR. 

For three years now Lipton, Ltd., has been 
unable to pay dividends on the whole of its 
issued share capital totalling £2,850,000. The 
report for the year to March 31 last shows 
that the net profits of £15.308 against 
£86,844 previously fall short by £40,602 of 
the amount ‘required to meet interest on the 
outstanding debenture debt of £1,100,000. 
The deficit is made good by a transfer of

reserve down to £125,000. It is plain, there- 
fore (writes The Observer), that the steps 
taken in 1925 to improve the company’s 
trading have failed in their object. So 
concerned were the directors with the unsatis. 
factory state of affairs that in August last 
it was. resolved to appoint a Committee of 
The report was 
received at the end of January, but by then 
ten months of the financial year had expired. 
The recommended reforms and reorganisation 
which have been carried out will’ be 
announced at the annual meeting on July 11, 
and doubtless the. shareholders will take 

rticular interest in them. It is disclosed 
hat the goodwill of the business stands at 
£1,445,620. Previously this large item was 
hidden in a total covering goodwill, freehold 
and leasehold properties and freehold estates 
in Ceylon, which in the previous balance shect 
was at £2,219,850. e statement is made 
that the gvodwill item has remained un. 
changed practically since the incorporation of 
the company. That is twenty-nine years ago. 
Shareholders should have been informed on 
this point a long time since. Now that they 
have been taken into the directors’ confidence | 
they are more able to judge the real value 
of the assets of their company. A marked 
improvement in the home trading results 
which has taken place since the close of the 
financial year on March 31 gives a ray of 
hope for the future, but it is obvious that 
there is ample room left for reorganisation 
and reform.

Marsh, butter merchants, Birmingham, Thir- 
teen of the samples were adjudged “' Pre- 
mium’’ and twelve “Standard.” In the 
opinion of the judges the quality of the 
samples, on the whole, was very créditable, 
and the packing and general finish were 
regarded as very satisfactory, 

On the following day the boxes of butter 
were displayed for examination by local 
wholesale grocers and provision merchants. 
The exhibition was well attended, and those 
present commented favourably on the general 
high quality of the samples.

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The massive bronze statue erected in the 


| grounds of the Monastery of Our Lady of 


Charity of Refuge, High Park, Drumcondra, 
in honour of the founder of the Order, Saint 
John Endes, was unveiled and blessed yester- 
day by the Right Rev. Monsignor Walsh, 
P.P., &.: who was assisted by the Rev. 
Father Marley and the Rev. Father Hook 


After the unveiling the Rev. Andrew 
Macardle, S.J., preached on the life of the 
Saint. He said that they were assembied to 


honour one of the greatest men of his time, 


or of modern times. Saint John Endes had 
had a career which, was an extraordinary 
one. Born in the first year of the seventeenth 


century, in the glorious province of Nor- 
mandy, of Catholic, France, he grew to 
find his well-beloved country in a state of 
chaos and desolation. He was one of those 
Heaven-sent men, whose mission was to 
remedy the state of things that existed at 
the time, and to bring that beautiful country 
back from its state of desolation and misery 
to happiness and spiritual content. The 
teacher then traced. the life-work of the 
int, who became a member of the Oratorian 
Order, and who, by his wonderful eloquence, 
moved thousands to tears and Ár the 
French nation back to the Roman Catholic 
faith by his own individual efforts, and with 
the assistance of the priests sent out from the 
numerous seminaries which he established. 

Father Macardle went on to describe the 
foundation of the Order of Charity by Saint 
John Endes, who induced the Holy See to 
agree that nuns should associate with their 
poor fallen sisters, and be their mothers and 
their friends and saviours.in this world. His 
work was still being carried out by the 
community of High Park, and it was fitting 
that, 526 years after the Saint was born, a 
statue to his memory should be unveiled in 
those beautiful grounds.

HARROW’S SECRET REVEALED 

The skeleton in’ Harrow’s cupboard has 
been exposed. Last Saturday a Press repre- 
sentative called on Dr. Cyril Norwood, head- 
master of Harrow School, who combines his 
scholastic duties with thase of a pawnbroker, 
to pawn his watch, and thus became his first 
customer. 

The pawnbroking business is an _ old- 
established one. It is, indeed, so old that no 
oné in Harrow, except Dr. Norwood and the 
police, knew of it until last Saturday. 

Dr. Norwood, although his study is not 
decorated with the three golden balls, is the 
only pawnbroker licensed‘to carry on business 
in Harrow. : : 

The scholastic “pawnbroker ” begged, in 
mock apprehension, that he should not be 
exposed. 

“ Yes, it is frue,” he said to the Press 
representative, “that I pay £10 a year for 
my police licence to lend money on your 
watch and other people’s watches. Business 
is not good, though. You are, as a matte 
of fact, my first customer, and Í really do 
not know what. I am going to do about it. 
You see, I haven't any tickets (or whatever 
it is that pawnbrokers use), and I am not at 
all sure what I should charge on ay advance.”’

The 
business men of Europe realise that 
Governments have a right to levy import 
duties, and that, in certain cases, tariffs 
may be beneficial to the country which 
imposes them. Both conferences, however, 
have pleaded for lower and more stable 
rates. At Stockholm, Sir Arthur Salter, 
who is Director of the Economic and 
Financial Section of the League of Nations, 
pointed out that, out of 180 trade agree- 
ments which had been made in Europe 
recently, no fewer than 153 were termin- 
able within twelve months. Such a condi- 
tion of affairs is a symptom of the general 
uncertainty. The former atmosphere of 
stability has disappeared, and fiscal policy 
has become so reckless that any Govern- 
ment, when pressed for money, may decide 
at a moment's notice either to institute 
new tariffs or to increase those which 
already are in existence. For that reason 
the Stockholrhh Congress has pledged its 
full: support to a movement in favour of 
tariff reduction and the fixing of rates. 
It calls on other countries to follow the 
‘example of Belgium, Czecho-Slovakia and 
Germany, = already have accepted

that represent lands whose people have no 
such general familiarity with horses as is 
enjoyed by the majority of people in this 
agricultural and sporting country. It is 
suggested that the Free State’s failure 
was due to lack of training facilities. The 
Free State has the horses and it has the 
riders—so runs the ‘argument—and it 
lacks only the | scientific and specialised 
preparation for the contest which gave its 
rivals success. Against this argument it 
might be urged that show-jumping is no 
novelty to drishmen, and that their per- 
formances “at the Dublin Horse Show, in 
competition with the best military horse- 
men of Europe, promised something better 
than the display at Olympia. Nevertheless, 
we hope to see riding schools built up in 
Southern Ireland which will give the Free 
State horseman and his steed every oppor.

EVIDENCE AT. INQUEST. 
Mr. H. A. Vere, Coroner, on Saturday last 
held an inquest at Mereworth Castle, near 
Maidstone, on the body of Lord Oranmore 
and Browne, who died on Thursday last from 
the effects of injuries received in a motor 
accident on June 7th, when Lady Oranmore | 
and Browne was killed. The jury returned | 
a verdict of accidents! death. 

The Coroner said that Lord Qranmore and | 
Browne bore a very distinguished name, and | 
his death left a blank that could not readily | 
be filled. | 
The Hon. Dominick Geoffrey Browne, son 
and heir of the late peer, identified the re- 
mains, and said that his father was 66 vears 
of age. 

In describing the accident, the late Lord 
Oranmore’s chauffeur (Harry Vine) said that 
it occurred in a thick mist, and he added :— 
“I saw the ‘bus in the narrow lane, and | 
immediately started to pull up. I put on the 
hand-brake. The car went on some yards.

£50,000 VENTURE BY 
PERUVIAN GOVERNMENT. 
| From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 

LIMA (PERU), Sunday. 

The Peruvian Government is spending 
£50,000 in a preliminary effort to open up 
by air the vast territories east of the 
Andes in the Amazon basin. 

Negotiations have been started in Lima 
to secure Brazilian co-operation in an 
aerial service from Amazonia. 

Peruvian and Brazilian co-operation in 
a trans-continental air service would make 
possible the crossing of the Continent from 
Lima to Para in from four to five days, 
instead of five to ten weeks, as at present. 

Only three aeroplanes have ever entered 
the Amazon Valley: 

In March. 1927..Commander Francesco de 
Pinedo made a flight from Manos to Para. 
In 1924 and 1925, Walton Hinton, with the 
Hamilton Rice Sci®*tific Expedition explored, 
by hydroplane, certain sections of the rivers 
Amazon and Negro. 

In 1922 Elmer Faucett. civilian pilot, flew 
from Lima to Iquitos, winning the £400 prize 
offered by the Peruvian Government. 

Lieutenant-Commander Harold B. Grow, 
commander of the. Peruvian Naval Air 
Forces, is the moving spirit behind the 
new plan. 

Four hydroplanes and two land ‘planes 
are due in Peru within the next three 
‘months. The hydroplanes will be shipped 
to Iquitos. The land ‘planes will arrive 
at Lima, and will be flown over the Andes 
to their permanent base at San Ramon, in 
the Chanchamayo Valley. 

The chief personnel of the service wil! 
be Peruvian officers and men trained at 
the Ancon flying base.

NANKING, Sunday. 

A terrific explosion occurred here yester- 
day afternoon, when two junks laden with 
explosives that were lying alongside the 
Shanghai-Nanking railway wharf at 
Siakwan suddenly blew up, causing more 
than one hundred casualties among the 
Chinese. 

Many of these were literally torn to 
pieces, while others were hurled into the 
river by the force of the explosion and | 
drowned. Scores of native boats were 
wrecked and three steam launches 
damaged, while roofs of buildings in the 
neighbourhood were torn off and windows 
smashed. 

When the smoke from the explosion had 
cleared off the Yangtse was seen to be 
covered with débris, while ashore wreckage 
was picked up hundreds of yards from the 
wharf. 

The cause of the explosion is unknown, 
but possibly it was due to the heat. 
Probably also there was some carelessness 
on the part of the crews of the junks.

ONE OF MR. WHITE'S 
SCHEMES, 


The Right Hon. T. P. O'Connor, writing 
in the “' Sunday Times " on the career of 
the late Mr. James White, says :— ; 

It was his misfortune not to have had a 
good early education, and his tastes were 
those of the typical Lancashire man of the 
people—boxing, racing, theatres, billiards. 
In finance, undoubtedly, he had genius, 
and, above all, he had couragé and self- 
confidence. It was these latter qualities 
that accounted for his death. He was 
born and brought up an Irish Catholic, 
and Irish Catholics rarely commit suicide ; 
and there was all the absolute fearless- 
ness of his character in going out into the 
darkness of self-inflicted death. 

He must have had an instinctive genius 
for figures, and for the methods by which 
a great financier acquires great wealth, He 
was credited at one time with being the 
possessor of two millions of money, and if 
he had been an ordinary man that would 
have satisfied him, or at least he would 
have so utilised the jmmense power it 
gave as to have left himself in control of 
perfectly safe and lucrative investments. 
He had the generous open-handedness that 
is one of the characteristics of most 
gamblers I see no reason why he should 
have taken this last desperate method of 
escape from his troubles; he would have 
gone down financially, of course, for the 
moment, but he had such strength of 
character, such courage, such resource, 
that probably in a year or two's time he 
would have been once more in the great 
commanding position he occupied in the 
world of finance. 

I once tried to get him interested in the 

future of Ireland, but the only expedient 
he could think of for enriching the country 
was to set up four casinos—one in each 
Province; and as he drank hottle after 
bottle of beer in the Irish Whips’ room in 
the House of Commons he grew more 
eloquent on this device of his, and Mr. 
Devlin and myself, who were both trying 
to get him to the right views, found that 
he would not even listen, and we had to 
let him go on talking. 
— Tt is certainly one of the most astound- 
ing stories in finance. His poor father 
was an Irish immigrant, in Rochdale, and 
coming there with no learning of mind or 
skill of hands, he became a bricklayer ; so 
did Jimmy. 1 do pray that his wife and 
his three lovely children have been pro- 
vided for Peace to his ashes.

ENGLISH PRAYER 
BOOK. 


TO-DAYS CHURCH 
ASSEMBLY. 


IMPORTANT DECISION 
TO BE TAKEN. 


The English Church Assembly, which 
to-day opens its session at the Church 
House, Westminster, will be confronted 
with the most important issue in its his- 
tory—the approval or rejection of the 
Prayer Book measure. 

The question will be raised to-morrow 
morning, when the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury reports the measure in its form as 
finally approved by the House of Bishops, 
and moves that it be finally approved. No 
amendment can be entertained. The 
measure must be either finally approved 
or rejected as it stands. 

It is likely that the debate will occupy 
at least two days, and that the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury will make no effort 
to curtail it. Certain sections may seek 
lo postpone the discussion, but they are 
not expected to succeed. 

The Church Assembly consists of three 
Houses—the House of Bishops, the House 
of Clergy, and the House of Laity. Ten 
members of the Assembly may demand 
that it shall vote as Houses, and in that 
event the measure may be rejected by a 
majority of any one House. The belief, 
however, is that a suostantial majority 
will approve it. If so, it will be sent to 
Parliament, and there a keen debate is 
probable. 

PARLIAMENT AND THE MEASURE. 

There is much speculation on the ques- 
tion whether Parliament will pass the 
measure. Since the Enabling Act became 
law Parliament has passed, without dis- 
cussion, most of the measures sent up to 
it by the Church Assembly. True, the 
City Churches measure was rejected, but 
in that case Parliament did but feflect 
the sharp ‘division of opinion that pre- 
yailed outside. Even Parliament, how- 
ever, cannot .amend the Prayer Book 
measure. Its function is confined to ap- 
proval or rejection. 


GENESIS OF THE BOOK. 

The measure that now comes before the 
Church Assembly embodies the results of 
many years’ earnest thought and study. 
The House of Clergy and the House of 
Laity both considered the subject of 
revision of the Prayer Book, and their 
suggestions were submitted to the House 
of Bishops. That House put forward 
draft proposals which on February 7 were 
submitted to the House of Clergy, sitting 
as the Convocations of Canterbury and 
York. Of this draft the House of Clergy 
suggested certain amendments. The 
Bishops .considered them, and on March 
28 presented Convocation with the revised 
Book in its present form. The Clergy, 
by 236 votes against 32, adopted the 
Bishops’ proposal that the Book should 
be presented to the Cherch Assembly.

ILLNESS COSTS 200 MILLION 
POUNDS A YEAR. 


‘It is estimated that the total indus- 
trial output of Great Britain is 6 per cent. 
below that reasonably deemed attainable, 
which means an annual loss of 30 days 
per worker, or some £200,000,000."’ 

This statement made Colonel 
P. S. Lelean, of Edinburgh University, 
in his speech at the deputation to the 
Ministry of Health, under the auspices of 
the People’s League of Health. 

Sickness accounts for an average annua! 
loss of a week's work per worker—i.c., 2 
per cent.—-which is capable.of turning the 
scale in the world’s markets. Of this two 
days’ loss is due to causes which are 
certainly preventible. 

“ Is it not probable,’’ he said, “ that if 
one-fourth of the £19,000,000 now spent 
annually upon some 340,000 tubercular 
patients were spent upon early diagnosis 
and treatment, tuberculosis would become 
as rare as enteric ?"’ 

Periodical medical inspection would 
reduce for the individual the amount of 
lost health and efficiency, and would have 
a vital effect in improving the physique 
of the nation. 


MORE MEDICINE TAKEN. 

On the other hand, an official of the 
Ministry of Health stated that the in- 
crease of drug-taking was cauting un- 
easiness. 

The habit of medicine-swallowing is on 
the increase throughout England, and 
there is a growing tendency to fly to drugs 
in various forms for all sorts of illnesses, 
real and imaginary. 

“ What can be described only as a wave 
of hypochondria seems to be sweeping the 
country,” declared the official. ‘‘ There 
is a definite increase in the consumption 
of medicines as compared with a year ago. 


£2,000,000 FOR DRUGS. 

“It is by no means as yet a serious 
menace to national health, but it is, 
nevertheless, a tendency to be discouraged, 

‘* Panel doctors are finding that their 
patients demand bottles of medicine under 
the delusion that they are not receiving 
proper. treatment unless some sort of pre- 
scription is given to them. In many 
cases, advice, and not drugs, is what the 
patient needs.

NEW DEOISLONS AT

GENEVA, Sunday. 

The Technical Committee of the Naval 
Limitation Conference resumed its de- 
liberations on the subject of submarines 
yesterday. 

According to the extremely laconic 
communiqué issued after the meeting, @ 
provisional agreemént was arrived at on 
some further points which had not been 
settled at Friday’s meeting. 

According to unofficial statements, the 
points of agreement are that submarines 
should not carry guns in excess of 5 inch, 
the maximum tonnage to be fixed at 1,800 
tons, and that the age period for replace- 
ment should be 13 years. 

Neither Japan nor the United States is 
willing to accept the distinction drawn 
by the British delegation between sea- 
keeping submarines and those for coast 
defence. 

The British proposal sought to limit 
submarines for operating with the fleet 
to 1,600 tons, and submarines operating 
from a coastal harbour to 600 tons. 

As in the case of ¢ruisers and destroyers, 
both Japan and the United States poiút 
to their own almost complete lack of 
oversea bases compared with the British 
Empire. Their contention is that these 
limitations are designed to suit British 
requirements because the distances between 
British naval bases are short, but that 
owing to their own geographical position 
they require vessels of much greater 
radius of action, and, therefore, of much 
larger dimensions. 

In the absence of agreement the question 
has been postponed for the present.

WASHINGTON’S VIEW. 


DECISIVE WEEK IN GENEVA 


From “ Tae Times *’ CORRESPONDENT. 
WASHINGTON, Sunday. 

It is believed here that the develop- 
ments of the present week may well be 
decisive as.affecting the success or the 
failure of the Geneva Conference, and the 
attitude of mind of the United States 
Government, as it has been made known 
to me, can best be described as a nice 
compound of confidence and concern. 

Apparently Washington has been led 
to expect that the British estimate of the 
minimum cruiser tonnage which the 
Empire should have will be vastiy in 
excess of the 300,000 tons, which in the 
original American proposal was suggested 
as the maximum, and may even run as 
high as, or higher than, 500,000 tons. 

Such confidence as exists accordingly re- 
poses upon the hope that this expected 
demand may be only the opening gambit 
in the game of negotiation. Concern is 
born of the fear that it may be deter- 
minedly held to. 

The position which the United States 
Government would take in the latter 
event is of vital importance, and I have 
the best of reasons for believing that 
President Collidge, with the entire ap- 
proval of his advisers, would sacrifice 
any present hope of an agreement rather 
than accept a- figure, which, in the 
opinion of the Administration, would 
destroy the idea of any genuine limita- 
tion. 

The necessity for a decision of this sort 
would be deeply regretted, and it would 
not be taken without a. patient and 
friendly attempt to avoid it, but it is 
te be gathered on all hands that it could 
be taken without fear of unpleasant reper- 
cussion in the domestic field.

by certain clauses in the Finance Bill, notably 
No. 29, concerned with the levying of supe 
tax on certain companies, will have an opp» 
tunity of showing itself in to-day s debate 
But the critics of the bill 
napping in the small hours of Friday morn 
ing, when they let Clause 40 be added with 
out an amendment. 

At the beginning oí'the debate the Chan 
cellor of the Exchequer announced that when 
Clause 28 had been reached he would move the 
postponement of the consideration of Clauses 
29 to 34, dealing with super-tax proposals, 
and that the discussion of these clauses might 
be reached to-day. He also expressed t 
hope of the Government that Clauses oo to 
45 would be dealt with ‘by the Committee 
before the adjournment, adding that ‘there 
wag really nothing of a controversial 
character’’ in the various proposals contained 
in them. 

The latter statement not 
accurate. Clauses 38. 40 and 41 ail contain 
proposals to which very strong objection has 
been taken. The most menacing of these pro 
visions, so far as the interests of the tatpayer 
are concerned, are to be found in Clause 40, 
which provides that returns to be made by 
the taxpayer shall be issued by, and returned 
to, the Surveyor, a Somerset House official, 
and not, as at present, to the Assessor, the 
official appointed by the General Commis- 
sioners to assist the taxpayer and to represent 
his interests. 

THE INTENTION. 

Mr. Churchill, it is true, disclaimed any 
sinster intention of expanding the powers of 
the Inland Revenue officials, and explained 
that the clause was merely intended to enable 
the system of one return for both income and 
surtax to be adopted; for surtax, of course, Is 
assessed by the Special Commissioners.

INCUBATOR TESTS. 
““ Food-stuffs,’” he said, ‘‘ have never been 
purer than they are to-day. This is due 
mainly to the fact that food distribution is 
so largely in the hands of large organisations, 
who. can afford to maintain laboratories for 
the testing of samples, and for ascertaining 
the best methods of preparation and pre- 
servation. 
‘No food which ig carefully prepared under 
hygienic conditions requires the use of any 
of the now prohibited preservatives to keep it 
fresh for any reasonable period. We have 
proved this‘ time ‘and again by keeping 
samples of prepared foods in an incubator at 
a temperature of about 90 degrees Fahrenheit, 
and finding them as fresh at the end of six 
days as at the beginning. I should, perhaps, 
exclude from'my statement butter, so far as 
it involves problems}of handling, storage and 
transport in other countries. These problems 
can best be discussed by: those engaged in 
the industry. : 
FOOD-STUFFS IN THE HOME. 
“The public generally must bear in mind 
that the absence of chemical preservative in- 
creases the necessity for proper storage of 
foodstufis in the home; but I do not think 
that refrigerators will ever become ag uni- 
versal in this country as in America, with 
its extremes of temperature.’’ 
The first part of the regulations, which 
have heen in operation for six months, 
covered a very wide field of foodstuffs, in- 
cluding sausages, raw meat, fruit and fruit 
pulp, cried’ fruits, jams, pickles and pre- 
serves.

“At last our gigantic task is completed,” 
Sir Daniel Neylan, Secretary of the Surplus 
Stores and Liquidation Department, who is 
retiring from the Civil Service, told a Press 
representative at the Treasury. 

‘Since we started selling off war stores In 
1919 more than £680,000,000 worth has been 
disposed of. We have sold everything left 
over after the war—from bandage pins to 
whole towns like Gretna and Queenborough. 

“ Our stock was scattered all over Europe 
and Asia. For instance, thousands of miles of 
railway lines in Belgium, France, Salonika, 
Egypt and Palestine had to be sold. Eight 
hundred thousand barrels of pickled herrings 
went for £952,298. 


THE BIGGEST DEAL. 

“The biggest: deal was concluded in 
January of 1919 — the disposal of the giant 
lorry dépét, at Slough, for £7,000,000. We 
have often received cheques for £2,000,000 in 
settlement of accounts. Transport sold in 
England alone amounted to £17,000,000.

sell. 

“Seven years ago [ had 49,000 people 
working under me.

“ The usefulness and authority of the House 
of Lords has, in the last twenty years, been 
gravely impaired. The chief reason is that 
it is based solely on the hereditary principle. 
A more potent reason is that it is not really 
répresentative.”’ 

it represented a majority of members of the 
Conservative Party, and there was a strong 
representation of the Liberal ‘Party, but the 
real Opposition was the Socialist Party, which 
was represented by ten peers who called them- 
selves Socialists, but had really little in com- 
mon with the Socialist Party..

““I think the present powers of the Second 
Chamber to compe] a two-years’ delay is as 
vreat a check as the people of the country are 
likely to permit. But if this power of delay 
is exercised by the House of Lords as it stands 
to-day, that House is accused of being unrepre- 
sentative.” 

A REAL SECOND CHAMBER. 

The proposal that peers should he allowed 
to elect some of their members. to the reformed 
Second Chamber might be attacked in logic, 
but in practice it was not a bad) solution. 
But the reformed House would be no better 
than the present: House unless the Opposition 
were well and strongly represented in it. Pro- 
vision was made, therefore, for the nomina- 
tion of members to represent the Opposition 
parties. 

If the present proposals of the Government 
were carried into effect, the House would be- 
come a real Second Chamber, where both the 
Government and Opposition would be properly 
represented. 

“TI hope Conservatives will give the pro. 

Not merely have 
many details to be completed, but general 
egreement is necessary before they can reac’s 
the Statute Book.”’

HEAVY PENALTY IN 
WATERFORD CASE.

Prosecuted on sixteen summonses for alleged 
evasion of the Betting Act, Peter Waish and 
William Kirby, trading as Walsh and Kirby, 
Turf Commission Agents, Waterford, with a 
branch office at Enniscorthy, were, at a local 
District Court, before Mr. ., O'Connor, 
Acting District Justice, fined £500 on each 
of the sixteen summonses, £8,000 in all, 
mitigated to £1,600. 

Mr. Geoghegan, K.C., for defendants, made 
an appeal to the Jnstice to frame his report 
in such a way that the’ Revenue Commis- 
sioners would further mitigate the penalty 
to a nominal one. 

The defendants were given six weeks in 
which to pay the fines. 

THE OFFENCE. 

The offence consisted of failure to enter on 

the official betting sheets, or forms provided 


under the Act; and immediatel after 
acceptance of bets, all bets received by them 
each day. The summonses were in respect 


of their S.P. offices at Waterford and Ennis- 
corthy, and also in regard to transactions at 
Powerstown’ Park and Tramore race meet- 
ings last April. 

Mr. E. A. Ryan, State Solicitor, who 
appeared for the Revenue Commissioners, said 
that section 25 of the Act provided, that the 
Revenue Commissioners could make regu- 
lations for securing payment of duty on bets 
made, and generally in regard to carrying 
out the provisions of the Act in relation to 
such duty. Under section 8 of she Act a re 
turn of 5 per cent. duty must be made on all 
bets taken by the bookmaker, and, so far as 
the money he paid out was converned, he was 
bound to deduct 25 per-cent. These monies 
he was bound to account for to the State. The 
penalty provided for non-compliance with the 
regulations was £500 in the case of each 
offence and this was a fixed penalty which 
could, however ,be remitted by the District 
Justice by three-quarters to one-fourth. 

THE EVIDENCE. . 

Michael O'Neill, in reply to Mr Ryan, said 
that he was an official of the Customs Office, 
Waterford, and had charge of the officia! 
betting sheets. He knew the offices of 
Messrs. Walsh and Kirby, Bridg, ' street. 
They were registered bookmakers. ‘Thar was 
a constant. demand and a never-failing supply 
of betting sheets kept at his office. On 29th 
March, 1927, he got an application for sheets 
from Mr. Kirby. Witness supplied the official 
betting sheet (produced) on that date. The 
date of use on left-hand corner showed 25rd 
March, 1927. and witness could swear that the 
sheet was not then in the possession & Walsh 
and Kirby. Witness then swore to two more 
sheets suplied on same date. . They could not 
have been with the defendants on the date 
they were marked .by them. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Geoghegar, witness 
said that he did- not know if defendants paid 
£386 12s. in duty up to June 135th, 
hut he knew the amcunt they had paid 
was considerable. He knew both parties to 
be thoroughly. reputable and honourable men, 
who were straightforward in their déalings. 
Mr. Edmund Jenkins, of the Revenue Com 
:issioners’ Department, gave evidence of pur- 
chasing betting tickets from the defendants 
at Tramore races. He had ascertained that the 
defendant, Walsh, had not used the prescribed 
form at Tramore. £262 had been taken at 
Powerstown Park and Tramore, on which 
duty had not been paid. 

Witness was cross-examined at length by 
Mr. Geoghegan. 

George Charles Thompson, another official 
of the Revenue Commissioners’ Department, 
said that at Tramore he had made a bet 
with Kirby for 2s. on a horse called Sweet 
Dundalk. He did not know if the horse won, 
nor did he bother about getting paid. He was 
‘too busy catching them.” He intérrogated 
Kirby, and asked him to produce the official 
betting sheet with the bets taken, and Kirby 
said that he was on certified returns. Witness 
asked for his authority to pay on the basis 
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of certified returns, and he then started to 
search his pockets, and said that the '' other 
fellow ” must have it. He then said that he 
had not got it, but had applied for certified 
returns. Witness asked him again for the 
official betting sheets, and he said that Walsh 


had taken them. 
A BET. 
On again being asked, he produced from 
his pocket an unused shéet, and said that it 
was the only one that he had. He did not 
get enough sheets, and could not get then. 
He also said that he had not entered up any 
betting taken that day, but intended to do 
so afterwards. He also said that the bets 
were in his field book, and that he did. not 
know that there was an office on the course 
for the sale of sheets, although the Revenue 
box was facing him twenty yards away. 
Witness madeta bet with Walsh also, who 
said that.he had not brought any sheets with 
him. Walsh did not say anything about 
certified returns to witness. He produced an 
unusued sheet, but said that it would not 
do for the amount of bets he had taken, 
and that he intended entering the bets after- 

wards.

The suppressed dockets 
were afterwards found by witness in the 


course of a raid he made on this particular 
bookmaker. 

Asked what difference there was in a book- 
maker entering his bets on a Monday or a 
Tuesday, he said that if bookmakers did not 
enter bets immediately on  acceptaace 
it gave them time to “' cook " their accounts. 

STARTING PRICES. 

Mr. Peter Walsh, one of the defendants, 
was examined, and said that he had always 
entered his starting prices on the official 
sheets and paid h‘s duty, both as regards 
office betting and racecourse betting. He 
never used any dockets but serial numbered 
dockets, and the latter were always entered 
upon the day the bets were made. During 
some of the classic races there would often 
be a great rush of business, and sometimes 
his office organisation would not be able to 
cope with the entering of bets on the official 
sheet the day they were made, but there was 
no difficulty in transcribing from the dockets 
to the, official sheet. All his forms had been 
accurately filled up as far as humanly pos- 
sible, and all his sheets and books were 
vouchable by the dockets, which must be kept 
for six months. It was not reasonably possible 
to always enter bets on racecourses as soon 
as received because of weather and other 
reasons. 

Mr. William Kirby, the other defendant. 
gave similar evidence. 

The Justice imposed a fine as stated.
